The price of bread In Great Britain 
Is said to be rising. 

One of the latest novelties for the 
extinguishing of fire Is a horse elec- 
tric Arc engine. It Is capable of being 
worked by one person. 

News comes from New Tork that the 
concession tor the proposed comDlet- 
Ing of the Panama Canal has been 
granted to England. 

While deepening the Canal at Mont- 
real the dredge tore up several sec- 
tlnn.s ot two SO-Inch pipes. This threat- 
ened the City with a water famine. 

So far there seems every prospect ot 
a highly satlsfaetory harvest. There 
is a heavy Increase In Fall Wheat and 
a good crop ot hay, while oats -xre re- 
ported as being enormous. 

Out of es samples of commercial or 
table mustard submitted to analytical 
investigation by offlclals of the Inland 
Revenue Department, only three were 
found to be genuine mustaru. In Mont- 
real, every tin sold ' as pure mustard 
was found to be adulterated with 
wheat, flour, mazc^ tuneric, pea flour, 
cayenne and minings. 

We are not surprised to hear that a 
i-aiiwuy is contemplated for Alaska. It 
Is to be a narrow-euaee from tide wa- 
ter on Prince William Sound to the 
valley of Coppe'- Blver, and thor. across 
the divide to a point on the Yukon 
River near the boundary. The r:ame 
of the Companv will he the Alaska 
Central Railway Company. 

The Duke and Duchess of York have 
been visiting Ireland. The Queen sent 
the following letter to Earl Cadogan, 
the Lord-Lieutenant ; "I am greatly 
pleased to hear of the very loyal and 
kind reception which my dear grand- 
children met with everywhere In Ire- 
Ipncl. and I wo'jld oBk you to let th!« 
expression of mine be generally 
known." 

It is said that the first consignment 
of gold that reached New Tork was 
not of the flrat nuBllty, and worth 
about one dollar an ounce lees than 
Callfornlan gold. There are rumors 
afloat that there Is danger of famine 
along the Yukon owing to the dimculty 
which exiats In taking provisions suf- 
flclent for the eager gold-hunters al- 
ready on tho spot and those on the 
way.

The British Trade Congress at Bir- 
mingham strongly condemned chlld- 
Ia23or, adopting a resolution recom- 
mending all Societies aflillated In the 
Congress to restrict, and wherever poa- 
alble abolish over-time in their respect- 
ive trades. The resolution of the aboli- 
tion of child-labor under the age of 
fifteen, and all night labor under the 
age of eighteen, was adopted In spite 
of opposition by a vote of t9S,00D. An- 
other resolution carried by the same 
Conereas was in favor of the nation- 
allzatlon ot the land, mines, minerals, 
rent, railways, waterways and docks, 
and the municipalization of all water, 
artificial light and tramway uhdertak-

fi "I measures an area of some 

^— t 138,340 square miles, and has 

a population of about 600,000. Some of 
the oldest Corps In the Territory are 
In the East Ontario Provlnae, which 
for the last fifteen months has been 
managed with a good deal of success 
by Brigadier and Mrs. Sharp. 

The Brigadier recently paid a visit 
to the ComlsBloner at Territorial Head- 
quarters, and very willingly submitted 
to a few qnerles by a member of the 
War Cry Staff, the gist of which is aa 
follows : 

"Keopliig well. Brigadier 7" (the 
question was hardly necessary, for the 
Brigadier weighs about one hundred 
and seventy-six younds, and sails along 
with the easy air of a man who Is 
not tormented with a bad liver, and 
enjoys lite). 

"Very well, thanks." 
f "Mrs. Sharp ?" 

"Just a bit tired ; has gone for a few 
days' rest." 

"How is East Ontario looking 7" 

"Some up, some down." 

"Bast Ontario does a good thing with 
the War Cry. Brigadier ?" 

"Tes. we pretty well sell out the 
C.559 War Crys and 1,039 Young Soldiers 
we take weekly. Of uourss. 
It Is not the Towns, nor the 
Corps, nor the number of Crya 
which have tu be hsnrtiPrt by means 
of which we win our success In this 
line, but It is the Field Offlcers— upon 
the push they put into the War Cry- 
oeiiiiig our suecess depends." 

"And you have a good number of 
pushers In your Province 7" 

"Tea, quite a good number who are 
interested in the sale of the War Cry." 

"How Is Harvest Festival coming out 
with you 7" 

"We had one or two weak places, 
but we will do our Target all right, and 
go fuiiy $300 over." 

"That's cnod ! Anrt hn™ Is HOul-ECV- 
Ing 7" 

"Very fair. Wc average— (leaning 
baek in the Editorial chair, which had 
been placed at the Brigadier's dis- 
posal, and looklnc- im at the celling In 
a contemplative attitude)— 100 conver- 
sions a month in our 40 Corps— fully 
100." 

"And the spirit of the OfHeera and 
Soldiers ?" 

"Flrst-dass condition. We had a 
Candidates' Boom a while ago, and In 
one month there were fltteen or sixteen 
applications for the work, the hlgijest 
monthly total In the history of the 
Province. We wrote to every unmar- 
ried Soldier asking each one to con- 
alder the needs of the War, and wheth- 
er they ought not to come forward as 
Offlcers. Those who felt no special call 
we advised to avail themselves fully of 
the opportunities offered In the rank 
and file of the concern." 

"How is publle feeling towards the 
Army your way ?" 

"On the whole the public are very 
friendly and good towards the Army." 

"Not tired of you 7" 

"Not tired by any means." 

"How la the Junior Soldier War ?" 

"Well, we can report fair progress." 

"What Corps are doing the best 7" 
^ In reply the Brigadier first mention- 
ed Peterboro, Kingston, Montreal and 
Ottawa, which are his largest Corps 
and have the biggest Junior Work, but 
corrected himself by saying that "soma 
of the smaller Corps in proportion to 
their opportunities are doing Just as 
good. If not hotter." 

"Have you any new openings In pros- 
pect. Brigadier 7" 

"Tes, but owing to the removal of 
,<;nmc of my Offlcers at the request of 
Headquarters, we have not been able 
to open up as quickly as 1 desired. The 
Field Commissioner has a request In 
from me for Offlcers, which, if acceded 
to, win, 1 trust, enable me to open 
eight new places this Fall. We had a 



suceessful time at the re-openIng of 
Montreal Barracks recently, with nine 
souls. Belleville I shall re-open on the 
25th of September. Before your "Cry" 
is printed (now, here's a piece of news) 
Adjutant Coombs and Mrs. Adjutant 
Mitchell will be Joined together in holy 
matrimony. They are two faithful Offl- 
cers who have won the love of Soldiers 
wherever they bave been." 

At this last announcement the War 
Cry man gave a broad smile and fln- 
ished up the sentence with "Prosperity 
to them." 

Continuing his mental survey of cur- 
rent happenings, the Brigadier said : 
"We have under contemplation the 
making of a new Provincial Headquar- 
ters, and the plans are being got out 
for the same. In order to do this, we 
shall remodel the Kingston Barraeks. 
At present the Provincial Ottlcer and 
his Staff have to do all their work and 
keen their stock In an office 10x12. By 
the rearraneement under consideration 
we shall stll! have the Junior Soldier 
Hall and Quarters for the Chancellor 
and the Field Offlcers, in addition to 
which there will be added a Band-room 
for the Corps, an Office and Quarters 
for the Provincial Officer, and seatine 
capacity for from BOO to 605 
peoBle will still be left In 
the Barracks." Just at this moment 
the Brigadier glanced out of the Edit- 
orial window and saw standing oppo- 
site a restaurant on the opposite side 
of the street, a sturdy Salvationist. 
Pointing with his Index linger he said. 
"See that man ? That's Bandsman 
Stevens ,ot Peterboro, He has put UD 
flfty Jars of fruit tor the Officers there," 
The War Cry man gave expression to 
We appreciation, whereupon the Briga- 
dier continued telling of Brother Ste- 
vens' good deeds. "Why," he said, "he 
gave a car-load of ashes for Self-De- 
nlal last year." 

"Ashes !" the War Cry man ejaculat- 

"Why, to sell of course ; they made 
$50.01) out of them. Brother Stevens col- 
lects rags, bones and ashes from all 
the country around Peterboro. The 
ashes he exports to the XJnited States. 
He employs a large number of men In 
the business. This was ail by way of 
Darenthesis and the Brlgaaier resum- 
ed : "The public have asked for a 
Women's Shelter in Montreal. Some- 
thing Is needed as a refuge for the 
scores ot drunken women who may he 
seen there. The Women's Social Sec- 
retary is aware of the need, and I have 
no doubt we wll! have an Institution 
of this sort before very long," 

Returning again to Kingston, the 
Brigadier mentioned that Kln.(reton 
Corps give 100 War Crys weekly for 
the use of the men in the Penitentiary 
there, which Is equivalent to a donation 
ot $3.00 weekly. The War Cry is a great 
favorite with the men in the Peniten- 
tiary. They plead and clamor for It, In 
fact, when the Field Commissioner was 
there, they urged upon her to supply 
them with at least BOO a week. We have 
other work In Kingston of a similar 
nature ; for Instance, there are two 
Hospitals, House of Providence and 
Local Jail, in all of whieh we hold 
meetlnjts. Mrs. Sharp and Mrs. Rawl- 
Ing have a special opportunity In con- 
nection with the Local Jail. As soon 
as a woman is arrested the authorities 
'phone through to Mrs. Sharp or Mrs, 
Eawling, who go down, and acting in 
the capacity of Jail Matrons, search 
the prisoner ; at the same time thev 
have an earnest and kind talk to them 
about spiritual things, and finish up 
with praying tor them there,"- — ~A 
shout, and the sound of a hasty stec 
from the nest office, followed by tiie 
familiar figure of Brigadier Read, here 
abruptly terminated the interview, so 
far as Wnr Cry copy was concerned, 
for tho three Salvationists plunged 
Into a talk on the Salvation Army's 
coal supply. j. c.
